compelled to keep on hand a large 
supply of mimeographed letters tell- 
in? all that the government scien- 
t.sts know about the raising of frogs 
in captivity, and this form is sent to 
all inquirers. 
It does not give a 


great deal of encouragement, so far 
a? the practicability -of frog: farming 
s comerned. It says that about all 
yc a can do is to buy or make a suit-

It is a curious fact that af- 
ter living quietly and happily in one 
pond for months, frogs will take a 
sudden notion to move, and the next 
day will be found cheerfully 
in a pond half a mile away. Since 
it is impossible to brand frogs, tins 
tendency to migrate in the Imk ot 
the moon makes it bard for yen to 
te sure of your live-stock unless it 
Is well fenced in. And a frog proof 
fence must 
be at least 
two feet 


high, and capped 
with 
a combing 


which projects 
inward; for a frog 


can climb over almost anything ihat 
is merely 
perpendicular, 
tuitner- 


more, he will spend hours trying, 
climbing up and falling back •wit'i- 
out getting at all discouraged. So 
if there is any gap in your fence, 
every frog is soing to get out sooner 
or later. 


There are three kinds of frogs in 


the United States that are edible. 
The bull frog is the most valuable 
of these, and also 
the hardest to 


raise because he is naturally a soli- 
tary creature, and does not get along 
!a crowds. The green frog is also 
good to eat, but not much better to 
raise. The little leopard 
frog is 


easier to raise because he is a nat- 
urally gregarious little chap, with a 
fondness for singing in chorus. 
He 


is so small, however, that he is not 
good for much, except bass 'bait. In 
some regions, a lot of money can be 
made raising him and selling him to 
crportssnen for ]ust that purpose.

of Dread Machine Nine

Daniel, the Prophet, Beat

LONDON, Oct. 18—H G Wells, 


the famous 
novelist 
was a proud 


man on his fiftieth birthday.

that day, his vision of a new "war 
horror, which 
he 
described nine 


jears ago, as "something between a 
blockhouse and a giant dish cover" 
materialized in 
the 
death-dealing 


"taaks" which wrought such havoc 
with the Germans on the Somme. 


Wells' description, a 
large and 


clumsy black insect—an insect the 
size of an ironclad cruiser, crawling 
obliquely to the first line of trenches 
and firing shots out of portholes iu 
Its back. 
The thing was putting 


down its feet one after another and 
hoisting itself farther and farther 
over the trench 
!t continued to 


crawl until it was all over. As soon 
as a gun came into play the mon- 
ster turned itself almost on end and 
made, not for the gun, but for the 
nearest point on its flank from which 
the gunners 
could be shot down," 


was not exactly original. 


The idea of 
these "land-dread- 


noughts" and to some extent the ap- 
plication of it, has existed since the 
dawn of civilization, Bible students 
will find many texts in the Old Tes- 
tament which they may acclaim as 
prophecies, 
concerning 
the latest 


man-killing device. 


What can be a finer and terser 


description of the dreadful destruc- 
tive powers of these modern cars oi 
Juggernaut, which demolish houses 
and tear down trees, than the fam- 
iliar verse from the Book of Job—

brass as rotten wood"?

ties, but a very deep interest in democracy. It is our hope, through this vol- 
untary association, to assist in the promotion of honest, educational discus- 
sion iii order that fundamental issues may not be decided in prejudice and 
ignorance. 


Mr. Wilson's beliefs have been expressed in law and in declared policies. 


He has made an open record by which he may be judged. Wise choice is not 
possible unless you, yourself, make equally specific statement of purposes and . 
convictions. 


Without intent to offend, we feel justified, in charging that in no single 


public utterance have you filed a bona fide bill of particulars, nor have, you 
offered a single constructive suggestion. 


Generalities are without value. Blanket criticism is worthless. What we 


desire to know, what it is fair that the electorate should know, are the exact 
details of your disagreement with President Wilson. 


What has he done that you would not have done, and what has he failed 


to do that you would have done or proposed to do? Honesty and patriotism 
demand that you put yourself on record in such a manner as to permit people 
to judge you as they are now able to judge President Wilson. For example: 


1—Would you have filed instant protest against the invasion of Belgium and 


backed up that protest with the United States Navy? 


2—It is arrant nonsense to talk about action that would have prevented the 


Lusitania tragedy. The vague advertisement did not appear until shortly 
before the hour of sailing. The occurrence was one of those things that 
civilization has made the world regard as incredible. 
The only honest 


question is this: Would you have made the disaster the subject of diplo- 
matic negotiations or would you have broken relations with Germany at 
once?

5—You are frank in stating that Huerta's morals were of no r-onr-ern to Amer- 


ica.

6—As matters stand today, would you be in favor of intervening in Mexico? 
7—Does your attack upon the Wilson shipping bill mean that you are in favor 


of ship subsidies? 


8—You speak enthusiastically of the rights of the worker. Does this imply 


that you endorse tfoe Clayton Anti-Trust Law and the Seaman's Bill? Or 
will you urge their repeal? 


$—What are your specific complaints against the Federal Reserve Law? 
10—As Governor of New York, you opposed the Income Tax Amendment. 


Does this antagonism persist? Do you or do you not believe in paying for 
preparedness out of a tax on incomes, inheritances and munitions? 
We agree with you that it is a "critical period," by far too critical, in- 


deed, for candidates to talk in terms of office-seeking rather than in the sim- 
ple, earnest language of definite Americanism.
